This decision was registered 
on 28’^ February 1996. 

The DVD contains the feature, two notices and three additional components. These 
components are a short featurette (which is a brief documentary about the main 
feature), a theatrical trailer for the feature and brief biographies of the two leading 
actors. There is also a scene selection facility. However, these additional components 
do not affect the classification given to the video recording. 
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
